HAMBURG COAL IMPORTS. 


H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that 
during May the imports of coal and coke into 
Hamburg amounted to 509,100 tons and 55,301 tons 
respectively. 

The whole of the coal was received from the 
United Kingdom, whilst 43,517 tons and 11,784 
tons of coke were received from the United King- 
dom and United States respectively. 

During the first half of May 94,620 tons of 
British coal were imported into the neighbouring 
port of Harburg by sea, as compared with 104,205 
tons in the corresponding period of April. 


NEW PORTUGUESE TAXATION LAWS.

CATALOGUES FOR BRAZIL. 


H.M. Consul at Pernambuco reports that with a 
view to stimulating interest in British goods he has 
recently drawn attention in the local press to the 
catalogues of United Kingdom firms which are 
available for inspection at the British Consulate. 
As a result, applications to view the collection are 
being received daily from merchants and agents, 
and in some cases the inspection is proving produc- 
tive of correspondence between the enquirers and 
British firms. 

H.M. Consul states that his collection of cata- 
logues is somewhat deficient in regard to such lines 
as cutlery, edge tools, earthenware and enamelled 
kitchen ware, and that he would be glad to receive 
catalogues covering these articles, as enquiries for 
them have been made at the Consulate on several 
occasions. He adds that the cutlery sold in Per- 
nambuco at the present time is almost exclusively 
manufactured by a United States firm. Extracts 
from this firm’s current illustrated catalogue, to- 
gether with a revised list of their actual net prices 
and a list of the manufacturers’ and local retail 
prices for articles most in demand, may be seen 
by interested British firms on application at the 
Knquiry Room, of the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1, up to 
d0th June, after which date they will be forwarded 
on loan to any interested firms in the provinces who 
may be unable to inspect them in London. 

Any catalogues intended for H.M. Consul should 
be addressed direct to H.M. Consul, British Con- 
sulate, Pernambuco, Brazil. Catalogues, price 
lists, ete., if printed in Portuguese would prove of 
most value, but failing these English catalogues 
might be sent. They should be forwarded as regis- 
tered printed matter (‘‘ Impressos Registrados ’’) 
and not by parcel post, as considerable delays in de- 
livery occur by the latter method. As registered 
printed matter, each package should not exceed 4 Ib. 
in weight, and a number of packages totalling more 
than 12 lb. in weight should not be sent at one time. 
If a number of packages weighing in all 14 Ib. or 
more are received at the same time from a single 
sender, they are handed over to the parcels post sec-

SWEDEN. 





RETRENCHMENT AND READJUSTMENT. 


In his Report upon the Commercial Conditions 
in Sweden Mr. H. Kershaw, Commercial Secretary 
at Stockholm, describes 1921 as a year of disillusion 
and 1922 as one of retrenchment and readjustment. 
Karly in the year some flickering hopes of a sharp 
revival, encouraged no doubt by the record harvest 
of 1921, had to be abandoned, and the only alter- 
native was wisely resorted to of adjusting condi- 
tions to the trade depression and to the rapid 
deflation which pursued its uninterrupted course. 
It is impossible, writes Mr. Kershaw, not to admire 
the determined policy which, by maintaining a 
high rate of discount and by allowing, with little 
material hindrance, the importation, especially in 
1921, of large quantities of merchandise, withstood 
every temptation to maintain an artificial state of 
prosperity. ‘There are those, in fact, who argue 
that deflation has proceeded too rapidly, and 
caused unnecessary dislocation of finance and trade. 
Whilst this assumption is not to be lightly turned 
aside, especially in view of the export advantages 
held by Norway and Finland in the matter of inter- 
national rates of exchange, it is hardly surprising 
that Sweden should have emulated the deflation 
policy of Great Britain and the United States. 
Nor is it any the more surprising that she should 
prefer to unite her fortunes to the pound sterling 
rather than the dollar by recommending that a 
return to the gold basis should depend on Great 
Britain’s attitude towards this question. 

In Sweden the bubble of inflation has _ been 
pricked, and as deflation has now practically ceased 
and price levels approximate to those current in the 
United States and Great Britain, a feeling of 
optimism is gradually manifesting itself, the more 
so owing to the steady rise in the sterling exchange, 
Which will greatly facilitate Swedish export trade 
and diminish the temptation to engage in expensive 
speculative operations in forward exchange which 
were one of the features (though on probably a 
limited scale) of last year’s trading. 

There is still leeway to be made up in Sweden 
and, as in the case of most countries, the wages 
question dwarts all others. It cannot be denied 
that the strikes at the beginning of 1923 and the 
continuance of economic chaos in Central Europe 
have checked the glow of confidence in commercial 
circles. Nevertheless, one of the main buttresses of 
hational prosperity is price stability, and as the 
immense stocks of goods warehoused in 1920 have 
now been practically cleared (in many cases at 
ruinous prices) that stability may be said to have 
been reached in Sweden, and, having been attained 
at very painful sacrifice, it is only likely to be 
jeopardised again by uncontrollable external 
factors. The great sacrifices courageously endured 
last year by Swedish firms will probably never be 
fully comprehended. The retail trade virtually col- 
lapsed, or rather, followed no uniform principles. 
It was a question of ‘‘ sauve qui peut.’’ With 
prices crumbiing in every direction the problem of 
disposing of huge supplies of goods (owing alike to 
‘Competition, changing fashions and the menace of 
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depreciated quality) purchased at peak prices be- 
came insistent, and a cause of deep anxiety for 
those responsible for the financial structure of the 
larger houses. Manufacturers were likewise faced 
with the harassing problem of finding, at a time of 
high production costs, new markets to replace the 
Russian and Central European markets, and in 
many cases little profit has been derived from 
overseas trade. But this course is held to have been 
justified where markets have been maintained or ex- 
tended. It can be confidently stated that Sweden is 
adjusting herself, with characteristic courage, to 
the changing economic conditions; and there is 
every reason to believe that the steadfast refusal 
to be inveigled into the adoption of dubious schemes 
for temporarily relieving the situation will bring 
its reward by consolidating her position and creat- 
ing preparedness for the time when Europe settles 
down to work. 
ATTITUDE OF Britisu TRADERS. 

There are welcome signs that the great body of 
British traders are commencing to grasp the factors 
which govern the economic life of Sweden, and to 
realise that the country consists of something more 
than great lakes, forest lands, fields of iron ore, 
Laps and reindeer, etc. The standard of culture 
and education will bear very favourable compari- 
son with that of any other country. It is incredible 
that, in the case of a highly progressive country 
which has contributed so much to modern know- 
ledge, especially in certain branches of technical 
science, so many industrialists in Great Britain 
should be so ignorant of national characteristics 
and local customs, which do not differ very much 
from our own. Sweden is a country with about six 
nillion inhabitants, where poverty 1s conspicuous 
by its absence, where more importance is attached 
among all classes to the factor of comfort than tm 
the majority of other countries, and where the 
spirit of independence is a dominant character- 
istic. Trading, therefore, to be successful, must be 
carried on with careful regard to national charac- 
teristics, bias, and prejudices. It 1s because 
‘* quality ’’ is an important consideration in normal 
times that Sweden is an eminently good market for 
a wide range of British articles. It is true that, 
owing to the Swedish law, which practically pro- 
hibits foreign subjects from becoming domiciled as 
traders in this country, foreign trading has to nego- 
tiate formidable obstacles, but the Germans find 
little difficulty in overcoming them, and there 1s no 
reason why British exporters should not meet with 
similar success. The most important step is that 
of personal visits on the part of principals or their 
representatives. No amount of correspondence will 
make up for personal intercourse, and ten minutes’ 
conversation is, in 99 cases out of 100, worth a ream 
of paper. A manufacturer, for instance, writes 
Mr. Kershaw, ought to exercise the greatest care 
before appointing an agent who may, owing to the 
nature of his business, give preference to similar 
lines (often German) not because they are superior, 
but because they yield a larger margin of profit. 
Complaints are being constantly made by British 
firms that the sales of their products are inadequate, 
and enquiries almost invariably elicit the fact that 
the agent is neglecting them for other lines, It 1s 
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not always the best plan to select a firm merely 
because it has an old-standing reputation. Some- 
times such firms have become too ‘‘ set ’’ to exhibit 
any great enthusiasm for a new line, especially if 
it necessitates educating the middleman and the 
public up to its uses. It all depends on the article; 
but there are certainly cases where a _ greater 
measure of success could be achieved by appointing 
a thoroughly honest, reliable and experienced man 
whose assets may consist in an abundance of enter- 
prise, enthusiasm and technical proficiency rather 
than of capital. And now that the blight of infla- 
tion has vanished, and the general trading com- 
munity has acquired a saner view of the principles 
on which business should be conducted, there are 
individuals available who fulfil these conditions. 
The present time could hardly be improved upon 
for beginning operations, and although it 1s super- 
fluous to point out that, owing to the unsettled state 
of Central Europe, which reacts on Sweden, no ex- 
tensive trade can be expected at once, the business 
done later will be in proportion to the preliminary 
investigations and activities carried out now. 


GERMAN COMPETITION. 


The severity of German competition which 
threatened to assume disturbing proportions in 
1921, subsided to a very considerable extent during 
1922, owing to the increasing difficulties in the 
economic situation in that country. Some indica- 
tion of this is seen by the fact that only 5,725 tons 
of goods were carried by the ferry from Sassnitz to 
Trelleborg during the first nine months of 1922, 
compared with 8,080 tons and 11,330 tons for the 
complete years 1921 and 1920 respectively. What- 
ever the cause, it is certain that during last year 
(rerman trading reputation suffered because of the 
sheer inability on the part of exporters to fix prices 
for any length of time and also to guarantee deli- 
veries. Moreover, the tendency to raise prices con- 
tinued throughout the year; and now practically 
all German quotations are made out in Swedish 
currency. The decline in German competition has 
been more conspicuous in connection with many 
engineering and machinery products, belting and 
rubber manufactures. In many lines of soft goods, 
however, German exporters have been better able 
to maintain their position, especially in the case 
of ladies’ wearing apparel. This applies also to 
chemicals and drugs. It should, nevertheless, be 
clearly grasped that the present comparative back- 
wardness on the part of Germany is only temporary, 
and the ground is still being prepared by tireless 
agents for the time when German manufacturers 
will be able to turn their attention to Sweden and 
other lucrative overseas markets. Meanwhile, 
German prestige is undoubtedly suffering through 
the disposal of inferior goods on the Swedish 
market. <A project is on foot for the establishment 
at some time during the current year of a special 
Swedish Bureau in Berlin, the principal object of 
which will be to furnish information to interested 
Swedes regarding Germany and to supervise the 
execution of Swedish orders and to examine into the 
bona fides of firms. It is also proposed that the 
Bureau shall carry out the functions of a purchas- 
ing agency for Swedish firms, for which purpose 
experts in the chemical, engineering and textile 
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trades would be employed. It is also the intention 


of the promoters to organise an exhibition of 
Swedish exports in connection with the scheme. 


RvssIa. 


About the beginning of this year the Svea Ship- 
ping Company engaged in tentative negotiations 
with the Soviet authorities with a view to testing 
the possibility of carrying on a regular passenger 
service between Stockholm and Petrograd. It 
appears that the latter would prefer to arrange this 
matter in conjunction with the larger question of 
the Russo-Swedish trade agreement. Should this 
shipping arrangement materialise it 1s proposed to 
carry on the service in co-operation with the Finska 
Angfartygs A/B and to run one steamer weekly in 
each direction beginning in May. The first Soviet 
cwned steamer, ‘‘ Dekret,’’ 456 tons net, arrived in 
Stockholm on 7th December with a cargo of 1,228 
bales of linen rags. 

During 1922 the Svenska Ekonomi AIB of Stock- 
holm came to an agreement with the Russian Com- 
mercial Bank in Moscow with the principal object, 
at the outset, of dealing in foreign exchanges, mone- 
tary remittances, transfer accounts, etc. Up to the 
present this Swedish private bank’s Russian deal- 
ings have consisted mainly in the transmission of 
money on behalf of clients to Moscow or Petrograd 
where the Russian Commercial Bank delivers the 
remittances in effective currency to the recipient 
As regards Swedish trade with Russia it was stated 
about the middle of last year that Swedish sales to 
Russia for the two previous years, not including 
locomotives, amounted to about 60 million kronor, 
the commodities purchased by the Soviet Govern. 
ment being principally products of the metallur- 
evical industries, electrical equipment and agricul- 
tural implements. The number cf locomotives ce- 
livered in 1922 by the works of Nydqvist and Holm, 
Trollhittan, amounted to about 140. 


MARINE INSURANCE FAILURES. 


The outstanding feature last year was the failure 
of the three companies, viz., Svenska Lloyd, Veg: 
and Svenska Minerva, all of Stockholm. It is ex- 
pected in insurance circles that, in spite of the 
difficulties which have confronted marine under- 
takings, the majority of the remaining concerns 
will emerge successfully from the economic land- 
slide of two years ago, although this may entail 
making further heavy drafts on reserve funds. Pre- 
mium incomes fell off considerably at the beginning 
of the year, but improved later in view of the in- 
creased exports of timber, pulp and paper and of the 
greater shipping activity generally. Losses during 
the year were considerable, but not exceptionally 
severe. On the whole the Swedish marine insurance 
situation may be regarded with confidence. The 
somewhat sharp competition by rate-cutting which 
prevails will no doubt eventually give way to more 
stable methods. One of the most encouraging guar- 
antees for the future, however, is the vigilant con- 
trol which the Royal Swedish Insurance Inspector- 
ate exercises over insurance companies’ activities. 
To this institution may be attributed the satisfae- 
tory state of insurance in Sweden, compared with 
that which prevails in many other countries. 
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TIMBER AND Woop (oops. 


Timber may be regarded as the corner stone of 
Swedish industry and as the most vital factor in 
the economic life of the country. It is curious that 
although Russia is practically out of the market for 
sawn wood goods, of which she exported a very 
large quantity annually before the war, neither the 
Scandinavian nor Finnish manufacturers have been 
able to exercise a dominant control of the markets, 
as might have been supposed, mainly by reason of 
the loss of markets and of the general economic 
depression which has curtailed national expendi- 
ture in former lucrative markets. 

The opening prices for 1922 were very much in- 
fluenced by the low terms accepted by Finnish pro- 
ducers, principally owing to the rate of exchange, 
which was in their favour for export trade at the 
beginning of the year. Another contributory 
factor was the stocks of wood goods in Sweden on 
Ist January, 1922, which were larger than usual] 
owing to the small shipments in 1921, and it was, 
therefore, anticipated that if the production during 
1922 was normal, there would be a larger quantity 
available than could probably be disposed of. 
Swedish shippers were, therefore, somewhat ner- 
vous. Owing, however, to strikes and other causes, 
the quantity available for 1922 was ultimately 
considerably less than that expected, and this had 
the effect in the latter part of the year of steadying 
prices. The revenue obtained during 1922 would 
have been fairly satisfactory were it not for the 
decline in the frane exchange, which represented 
a very considerable loss to exporters. 

The prospects for 1923 are encouraging owing to 
the greatly reduced stocks in Sweden, and the good 
demand in both Great Britain and other countries. 
It 1s, therefore, expected that the timber trade this 
vear will yield fairly good results, providing manu- 
facture is not unduly hindered by strikes and lock- 
outs. The prices for red wood in January, 1923, 
were about £2 per standard higher than during 
1922, but for white wood about the same as in 1922. 
On the other hand, the prices for fifths and sixths 
stand now in a slightly better relation to unsorted 
quality than during last year, which must natur- 
ally have a very good effect on the overhead price. 
By the middle of March, 1923, about 300,000 stan- 
dards had been sold, principally to Great Britain, 
British Dominions, Spain and Denmark. 

Pur AND Parer. 

From the financial point of view the chemical 
pulp trade last year yielded indifferent results, and 
it is a debateable question how many mills can show 
clear profit. Probably the majority did little more 
than pay their way. The cost of manufacture, in- 
cluding interest commitments, has not left much 
profit on the basis of the average overhead price 
obtained in Sweden. The stocks on Ist January, 
1922, were larger than usual, and as the demand in 
Europe was comparatively small, the most promis- 
ing outlet for surplus quantities was the United 
States. By reducing the prices c.i.f. United States 
to such an extent that neither Canadian nor the 


. United States mills could compete, the Swedes were 


able to dispose of considerable quantities in that 
country, although the financial results were not 
very profitable for the mills. However, in propor- 
tion as the pulp was disposed of, prices stiffened. 
and at the end of the year figures were obtained 
which could leave in most cases a margin of profit. 

The production of mechanical wood pulp in 
Sweden during 1922 is estimated at 310,000 tons, 
or about 90 per cent. of the normal capacity of the 
mills. Considering the fact that the newsprint 
paper mills were, in general, running full time, and 
that there were few surplus stocks of mechanical 
wood pulp at the beginning of 1922, the general 
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opinion was that at least the mechanical wood pulp 
market would be comparatively firm during 1922. 
But these expectations have not been realised. The 
quotations for wet wood pulp were at the end of the 
year 1921 about 80 to 85 kr. per ton f.o.b. Swedish 
harbours, and about 170 to 175 kr. per ton f.o.b. for 
dry pulp; but by February the prices were declin- 
ing, although there was a regular demand. In 
June-July the prices were as low as 55 to 60 kr. per 
ton f.o.b. for wet wood pulp and about 120 kr. per 
ton f.o.b. for dry wood pulp, and the quotations 
for the wet grade were practically ruling at this low 
level until the beginning of 1923. The market for 
dry wood pulp improved during the second half of 
the year owing to a brisk demand, and prices at the 
end of the vear rose to about 155 to 160 kr. per ton 
net f.o.b. Gothenburg. 

The quantity of newsprint exported during 1922 
amounted to nearly 132,000 tons compared with 
about 112,000 tons in 1921. The prices during last 
vear tended to fall, and it was reported that some 
of the large mills were selling their shipments on 
comparatively very low terms in January, a circum- 
stance which is attributed more or less to competi- 
tion among exporters. During 1922 a selling com- 
bine was formed by a number of Swedish and 
Norwegian paper mills with the object of dis- 
posing of their news paper in the United States. 
The name of the concern is ‘* The News Print Paper 
Corporation,’’ and it has a capital of 200,000 dols. 
The main objects of the combine, which 1s said to 
be working satisfactorily, are intended to secure 
uniform deliveries of paper to United States con- 
sumers, and at the same time to eliminate much of 
the intense competition on the part of agents. It is 
understood that most of the large newsprint mills 
in Sweden have joined the combine, but it is feared 
that prices have not been remunerative to the manu- 
facturers by reason of the competition with Cana- 
dian and United States mills.

PROGRESS OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


INFERENCES FROM RECENT RETURNS. 

In our issue of 17th May we directed attention to 
the difficulty of making sound inferences from the 
monthly figures of trade as to the expansion or con- 
traction of trade in recent months, owing to the dis- 
turbances due to the incidence of Easter, which 
vary in different years with the changing date of 
aster, and also in the current year, owing to the 
change in the relation of Southern Ireland to the 
statistics of our export .and import trade which 
dates from the beginning of April. 

With reference to the first point, the following 
table, expanded from that previously given by the 
inclusion of figures for the month of May, illus- 
trates the manner of variation of the trade aggre- 
gates in recent years in which the Easter 
disturbance touched primarily the April figures :—

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The May imports in 1914 were, it appears from 
this record, even less in value than those of April. 
Both last year and this, May imports have exceeded 
April imports and have also exceeded the average 
of March and April imports. In 1923, however, 
th®se excesses have been smaller than in 1922, in 
spite of the fact that imports from Southern 
Ireland into the rest of the British Isles may be 
expected to exceed the imports into Southern 
Ireland from countries outside the British Isles. 
Some of the leading items in the former imports are 
referred to below. 

In the case of exports from the United Kingdom, 
the figures for May, 1923, represent so large an 
excess over those of either of the two preceding 
months that the question of trade expansion can 
hardly be in doubt, in spite of the fact that part 
of the apparent increase is due to the inclusion in 
the export record of goods shipped to the Irish Free 
State from and after Ist April last. It will be 
observed that, in 1914, the exports of May were 
slightly less in value than the average of those of 
March and April of the same year; that last year 
the May figures fell short of the average of those 
of March and April by about £2,000,000, and that 
in the current year there is shown an excess of 
over 15 per cent., representing about £9,660,000. 
This is a much larger figure than could be accounted 
for by the inclusion of the figures of trade with the 
Irish Free State. 


Exports To THE IrtsH FREE STATE. 


While a complete account of our trade with the 
Irish Free State is not yet available, the table given 
below includes some of the more important classes 
of goods recorded as shipped during April and May. 
For the reason stated in our article of last month, 
separate figures for the two months would serve no 
useful purpose.

The classes of goods covered by the table repre- 
sent, for the two months, nearly £1,500,000. 
While the numerous items of small individual 
importance doubtless add largely to this figure, the 
articles of greatest importance are believed to be 
covered in the table.

The five articles specified above accounted for a 
value little short of £600,000 during the two months 
in question, The record of goods imported into 
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Southern Ireland direct from overseas would include 
substantial quantities of at least some of the articles 
mentioned in the table. The inclusion in the pub- 
lished accounts for the months of April and May, 
of the value of imports from the Irish Free State is 
thus in part offset by the omission of items of not 
inconsiderable importance formerly counted as 
imports into the United Kingdom, 


IMPORTS FROM THE [IRISH FREE STATE. 


As was pointed out in our article of last month, 
there are certain headings of the monthly trade 
accounts changes in which were clearly due to the 
inclusion of imports from the Irish Free State. 
While some of these are of small individual import- 
ance, the larger amounts possess considerable in- 
terest. As will be seen from the following table, 
they are, in the main, representative of the agricul- 
tural products of Ireland. The first three headings 
include not only animals for food, but also other 
animals recorded under a separate heading in the 
monthly trade accounts.

In addition to the aggregate value of about 
£4,250,000 covered by the above table, and the 
value of various articles of minor individual import- 
ance, account must be taken, as pointed out in our 
article of last month, of the expansion in value of 
the ** Other Articles *’ in the group of dutiable 
articles of food and drink. During the months of 
April and May the value recorded under this head- 
ing has been £1,718,000 this year, a figure which 
compares with £285,000 in April and May of last 
year and £201,000 in April and May of 1921. The 
most important of the causes contributing to the in- 
crease under this heading is undoubtedly the inclu- 
sion, since Ist April, of the imports of the products 
of breweries of Southern Ireland into Great Britain 
and Northern [reland. 





PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM 
AND TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


STATISTICS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic be- 
tween the United Kingdom and places outside 
Europe, and not within the Mediterranean Sea, 
show that the number of persons of British nation- 
ality who left the United Kingdom as passengers 
for such countries during the three months ended 
March, 1928, exceeded the number who arrived as 
passengers from such countries by 37,786. In the 
corresponding period of 1922 an outward balance of 
20,046 was recerded. 

The .movement of British subjects during. the 
first quarter of 1923 shows a balance outward of 
11,010 passengers to British North America, 9,848 
passengers to Australia and New Zealand, and 
15,163 passengers to the United States. Compari- 
son with the figures for the first quarter of 1922 
shows increases of 6,568, 601, and 13,726 in the 
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balance outward of British subjects to British North 
America, Australia and the United States respec- 
tively, but a decrease of 2,326 in the case of New 
Zealand. 

As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the 
first quarter of 1923 an outward balance of 8,114 is 
recorded, compared with an outward balance of 
3,094 in the corresponding cuarter of 1922. In eon- 
nection with the figures of the passenger movement, 
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Particulars for each quarter of the years 1921 and 
1922 were published in the issue of the *‘ Journal ”’ 
of 29th March last (pages 388-391).

SPACE AT BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 


It is officially announced by the British Empire 
Exhibition that out of the huge area of space avail- 
able for United Kingdom exhibits by far the greater 
part has already been applied for. Only a compara- 
tively few square feet remain to be taken im the 
Palace of Engineering and the Palace of Industry, 
and applications are coming in steadily. The allot- 
ment of space has already begun and is proceeding 
as rapidly as possible. 

In a number of sections the applications already 
exceed the space provisionally apportioned for the 
particular industry. These include the exhibits of 
Motors, Chemicals, Cotton, Musical Industries, 
Railways and Tramways, the Gas Industry, and 
many others.

FINE GLASS IN THE MANSARD GALLERY. 


An extremely interesting Exhibition of Fine 
Glass has recently been opened at the Mansard 
Gallery, 196, Tottenham Court Road, London, 
W. 1. 

Carefully selected from a number of countries, 
the play of light on the varied colours and tex- 
tures gives an atmosphere of fairyland. Light 
shapes in clouded topaz and smoke grey come from 
Sweden. Sea green and pole amethyst fantasies of 
the Venetians contrast with the deep richness of 
our own Old Bristol blue and puce. Limpid crystal 
from the old Whitefriars works, and the sturdy cut 
table glass from Edinburgh reflect in their facets 
the shimmer of Czecho-Slovakia’s amber lustre and 
the orange glow of bowls from France. The con- 
summate artists of Murano have sent a few pieces 
flecked with gold, while a table set with iridescent 
glass from Holland holds all the glories of a bubble 
inthe sun. The revival of industries in Palestine is 
shown by some characteristic peacock blue glass 
from Hebron. 

Alongside these contributions from far Jands are 
tables laid with simple, well-shaped wine-glasses 
and tumblers in plain crystal; practical and grace- 
ful vases for flowers, and larger ones for tall spikes 
of delphiniums or spreading boughs. A collector’s 
piece is the tall engraved goblet made to com- 
memorate the Armistice, bearing the appropriate 
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inscription ‘‘ Dominus loquitur—arma_ silent,”’ 
and dated the eleventh hour of-the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month, 1918. 

The revival of the prismatic lustre glass for 
electric lighting is particularly happy. A series of 
these lustre light pendants and wall brackets will 
be of particular interest to architects. 

The Exhibition, which has been organised by 
Messrs. Heal and Sons, of Tottenham Court Road, 
is being held during the present and the next month. 
Admission is free. 





QUEBEC’S ROAD PROGRAMME. 


The Agent-General for the Province of Quebec 
reports that the Province is to expend six million 
dols. this year on the execution of its road pro- 
gramme. With the exception of a few highways on 
which work has already been started, the expendi- 
tures will effect the maintenance of provincial and 
regional roads.

UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The Representative in London of the Irving 
Bank-Columbia Trust Company, New York, has 
been advised by cable that both wholesale and 
retail trade are irregular, and the tone in dry goods 
is pessimistic. Steel ingot output for May totalled

Kixports of merchandise, according to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, during May totalled 319 million 
dols. and imports 370 million dols. New railroad

The exports of gunny cloth showed an increase of 
Rs. 14 lakhs in value, although the quantity decreased 
from 97 million yards to 75 million yards. The United 
States, as usual, took most of the cloth exported, followed 
by the United Kingdom, Canada and Australia. 
Trape Wit Foreign Countries IN 1922-23 ann 1921-22. 
The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
66-4 per cent. in April, 1922, to 62:1 per cent. in the month 
under review, while her share in the export trade was 13 
per cent., as against 12 per cent. a year ago. The shares 
of the United States, Germany and Japan in April were 
respectively 7, 5 and 6 per cent. under imports, and 9, 
and 19 per cent. under exports. 


MovEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British india and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign coun- 
tries and British Possessions during April amounted re- 
spectively to 562,000 and 681,000, as against 541,000 and 
783,000 in March, 1923, and 611,000 and 693,000 in April, 
1922. 





BRITISH MALAYA. 


IMPORTS OF HARDWARE AND 
CUTLERY, 1922-25. 

The imports of hardware and cutlery (excluding cooking 
utensils) into British Malaya during 1922 were valued at 
£125,664, as compared with £151,323 in the previous year, 
states the Malay States Information Agency. Re-exports 
during the same periods were valued at £34,666 and £70,087 
respectively. 

Trade depression in the year 1922 is responsible for the 
fact that the total value of imports show a considerable 
decrease, but in spite of this the values of imports 
from the Continent of Europe and from Japai show a large 
increase, almost entirely at the expense of imports from the 
United Kingdom. The figures for the first quarter of 1923 
seem to point to a revival in this trade with Malaya, but 
imports from the United Kingdom are still much less in 
value than those from the Continent of Europe, and 
Japanese exporters are holding their own with British com- 
petitors. 

The imports for the March quarter of this year were 
valued at £46,915, whilst re-exports during the same quar- 
ter amounted to £9,568.

FINLAND. 





RECENT TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL 
CONDITIONS. 

Finland's balance of trade in April was again very un- 
favourable. The value of exports amounted to 195:5 million 
Finnish marks, or only 53:1 per cent. of the value of 
imports, which rose to 368:0 million F. mks. From the be- 
ginning of the year to the end of April the excess of imports 
represented 547:5 million F. mks. The corresponding amount 
during 1922 was only 91°9 million F. mks. 

This unfavourable situation in the balance of trade is 
not due to the fact that exports were less, com- 
ments the ‘‘ Bank of Finland Monthly Bulletin.’’ If last 
year’s and this year’s exports during the first four months 
are calculated at the same prices, the result proves that the 
value of exports this year was greater than in 1922. The 
difference between the value of exports calculated accord- 
ing to the prices ruling at the respective dates is quite in- 
significant ; in 1922 the value of exports during the period 
in question was 718°8 million F, mks. and this year 699°3 
million F. mks. 


IMPORTS AND THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


The cause of the unfavourable balance of trade may, 
fact, be laid entirely to the account of imports. Last year 
the value of imports during the first four months amounted 
to 810°7 million F. mks., but this year it was 1,246°8 million 
F. mks. An even greater difference is provided by the 
volume of imports, which in 1922 was 61:7 per cent., but 
has amounted this year to 112-2 per cent. of the value of 
imports for the corresponding period of 1913. The increase 
in imports can only partly be explained by the fact that this 
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year large quantities of grain were bought and imported by 

rail from Russia, whereas last year, on the contrary, grain 
was imported from other countries only by sea and, there- 
fore, to an insignificant extent during the winter, when 
nav igation is curtailed by ice conditions. It is consequently 
difficult to find any other cause for the increased imports 
than the stimulating influence on imports of the more 
favourable rates of exchange. 

Seeing that the unfavourableness of the balance of trade 
is due entirely to the greater imports and that it is known 
that unsawn timber has been sold in larger quantities than 
before, the opinion is expressed on many sides that the 
balance of trade for the whole year, in spite of an excess of 
imports of 547:5 million F. mks. in the first four months 
of the year, need not be unfavourable. 


THe TIMBER AND ALLIED TRADEs. 


As most of the ports were ice-bound very late this year the 
exportation of timber began later than usual—in North 
and Kast Finland only in the latter part of May. For May, 
therefore, an unfavourable position of the balance of trade 
may also be expected. Sales of timber from Finland have 
again been lively. By the middle of May about half of 
the year’s production of sawn timber, which is estimated to 
amount at the least to 850,000 standards, had been sold. 
In the paper, chemical and mechanical pulp markets no 
changes worth recording have occurred. 


WEATHER CoNnpItTIONS: THE LABourR MARKET. 


Weather conditions, which had given rise to very pessi- 
mistic views regarding autumn prospects, have improved. 
It is impossible, however, to say to what extent the rainier 
and warmer weather of the last few weeks has brought on 
tle shoots which had been damaged by the dry weather 
and cold of April. 

Labour conditions, which had been especially good ever 
since last summer, were to some extent unsettled in April 
and at the beginning of May owing to sundry small strikes. 
[In general, however, these were merely local and short lived, 
and ended by a return to practically the same conditions as 
before. As the cost of living had gone down the demands 
for higher wages had no real foundation. 


THe Rate or EXCHANGE. 

The value of the Finnish mark abroad continued com- 
paratively stable. The average rate of exchange for dollars 
for the month of April, viz., 36°48, was only slightly below 
the average rate for the month before, viz., 36°45. 





SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 
HARVEST PROSPECTS. 


(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
BELGRADE. 

After the abundant rains of April the winter-sown crops 
made great progress. The wheat is very forward and doing 
very well, excepting in certain parts of Croatia. The vines 
have come well through the winter, and it is stated that 
the vintage is likely to be even more plentiful than that of 
last year. Flax, hemp and other ‘ industrial ’’ plants are 
also in excellent condition, having benefited from the rains. 
The pastures are in good condition, as are also the fruit 





trees. 

The cattle throughout the Kingdom are in a healthy con- 
dition, excepting in parts of Croatia and Bosnia, where 
epizootic disease has made its appearance, and in Southern 
Serbia, where the ‘‘ Golubatz’’ fly (Simulium Reptans 
Gollubatzense) has caused some losses among tlie cattle 
and sheep, but energetic measures have been taken against 
these pests. More rain is needed now in order to main- 
tain progress; but, as far as it is possible to judge, the 
1923 harvest is likely to be exceptionally good and to 
leave a large exportable surplus. 





SPAIN. 
AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS, 1922-23. 


According to the Report* of the Commercial Secretary 
at Madrid on the Industries and Commerce of Spain the 
agricultural production in 1922 fell far short of that of the 
two previous years, the bad harvests being principally due to 
droughts and to the ravages of the locust, although the area

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under cultivation was considerably smaller than that in 
1921. ‘a 

The value of the crops of the five principal cereals was 
937 million pesetas less than 1921, and the sugar crop shows 
a decline in value of 25 million pes., notwithstanding the 
fact that the price of sugar last year was slightly higher. 

The wine and rice harvests were ‘slightiy better, but these 
improvements were neutralised by the poor oil harvest and 
the heavy fall in the vegetable crop. 


GRAIN CROPS. 


The average production of wheat per hectare in 1922 was 
845 metric quintals, as compared with approximately 9-7 
metric quintals in 1921, but, although the crop was 5 million 
quintals short, the stocks in hand were sufficiently large to 
enable the restrictions governing the import of wheat to be 
maintained. 

The price fluctuated between 45 and 48 pesetas per 
kilog., representing an increase of 44 per cent. over the 
pre-war price of 32-36 pesetas. 

The maize crop was 500,000 quintals higher than that in 
1921. The Government reduced the duty from 2 pesetas to 
0°50 peseta per 100 kilogs., and allowed a total of 200,000 
boxes to be imported at this rate. 


OLIVES AND OLIVE OIL. 


The increased demand for olives which was sustained 
throughout the year led to higher prices and stocks were 
almost exhausted. The lack of rain in September and the 
first half of October, combined with the abnormal heat, re- 
sulted in one of the smallest crops for 30 years. This was 
followed by large orders from buyers in the United States, 
and rising prices. 

Olive oil still obtains a very low price, largely due to the 
weakness of the foreign market for edible ‘oil. In South 
America, and particularly Argentina, where, during the 
war, the Spanish product enjoyed a virtual monopoly, 
Italian competition is now rapidly recovering lost ground. 
A tactor which it is considered has an important bearing on 
the export trade is the cost of packing, which in Spain 1s 
very high, owing to the heavy duty on imported tinplate, 
which, when used for oil containers, does not on export 
obtain the benefit of the duty rebate granted to preserves. 


Rick, ONIONS AND SuGar Beer. 


The rice crop was greatly damaged last year by rain, and 
exports were small throughout, Italy proving a serious com- 
petitor, as her crop was of excellent quality. The new crop, 
however, is good, both in size and quality, and large quan- 
tities have been exported to all markets, including the 
United Kingdom. 

The complete failure of the onion crop in the United 
States and the shortage in the Netherlands created an 
abnormal demand for the Spanish product, which realised 
very remunerative prices. Extensive planting was under- 
taken in the Valencian districts, but the coming season’s 
demand is likely to be comparatively poor and it is pro- 
bable that it will be considerably exceeded by the supply. 

The sugar beet crop has been almost a failure, and the 
beetroot of poor quality, with the natural consequence that 
the sugar mills have only been working part time and the 
price of sugar has remained high. 


Fruit INbDUSTRY. , 


Owing to the closing of their markets by France, Germany 
and Scandinavia, practically the whole of the orange crop 
was sent to the United Kings lom, with the natura] result 
that there was a heavy fall in the market price. The cost of 
half a case was about 15s. placed in the United Kingdom, 
and the average sale price was not more than 12s., and it has 
been calculated that the loss on the crop has been somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of a million sterling. The outlook for 
the 1922-3 season is very gloomy. The crop is below the 
average in quantity, and although growers are holding out 
for improved prices to lower their costs of production, it is 
doubtful whether the shippers are likely to purchase at 
figures which will involve a heavy loss unless selling prices 
improve considerably on those obtained last year. 

The fig crops have been quite up to the average, and good 
business has been done owing to the Smyrna disaster. The 
British market, which usually buys small quantities in 
Spain, has been obliged to look to this market, and prices 
are ruling much higher. 

The raisin crop has been a good one both as regards quantity 


and quality. Growers and merchants demanded high prices, 
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anticipating a big demand owing to the scarcity of the sul- 
tana raisin from Smyrna—but buyers in the United King- 
dom refused to pay fancy prices, and consequently there is 
a probability that merchants will remain with large stocks 
on their hands. 


DEMAND FOR AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY. 


There has been a growing demand for all classes of agri- 
cultural machinery. The increasing popularity of the 
‘‘ Ferias ’’ has undoubtedly helped the trade considerably, 
and although the types ‘of machinery which are most 
popular are the small cultivator, such as the Fordson and 
the Cletrac, a few large models such as the Titan are to be 
found in use in the Seville district. In the spring a Fair 
was held in Madrid, where there was an important, though 
small, exhibit of various types of agricultural machinery. 
The foreign exhibitors were Germans, Americans, Italians, 
and Czecho-Slovaks, British firms being represented only 
by pumping machinery exhibits. The Madrid Fair is likely 
to be an annual event, and as similar Fairs are held in 
Barcelona, Valencia, Seville, Jerez, Pamplona and Vittoria, 
it is to be hoped that British firms—now that in the Anglo- 
Spanish Commercial Treaty considerable reductions have 
been obtained on this class of machinery—will show more 


enterprise than in the past. 





AFRICA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 
(From H.M. Commercial Agent.) 
CAatro. 
The total value of the import trade during the March

quarter amounted to £10,975,579, as compared with 
£10.495.685 in the corresponding quarter of 1922. The 
bulk of the imports came from the United Kingdom, whose 
share amounted to £3,628,.612. Other sources of supply in- 
cluded France (£938,361), Italy (£875,310), Germany 
(£722.627). and United States (£467,330). 


iexport TRADE. 

The export trade during the period under review 
amounted in value to £17,.180,310. as compared with 
£12,500,257 in the corresponding quarter of 1922. The in- 
crease in the export trade was principally accounted for 
by the increased shipments of raw cotton. The principal 
recipient countries of these exports were the United King- 
dom (£8.258.955), United States (£3,208,997), france 
(£1,453,458), Italy (£950,330), and Germany (£061,444). 


Re-Exrort TRADE. 
The re-export trade amounted in value to £871,625, as 
compared with £1.3834.746. This decrease is accounted for 
by the reduction in the re-exports of cereals, flour, and 


agricultural products. 





TUNISIA. 


MARKET FOR AGRICULTURAL 
MACHINERY. 
(rom the British Vice-Consul.) 
TUNIS. 

Tunisia is essentially an agricultural country and by it- 
self affords an extensive market for the agricultural 
machinery industries. The Tunisian market, however, 
eannot properly be regarded except in conjunction with 
Algeria and Morocco. The agricultural methods adopted 
in these territories are practically identical with those in 
force in Tunisia; the labour used is practically the same, 
whilst the soil and the climate are also very similar. For 
these reasons agricultural machinery of the same type is 

suitable for all this part of Northern Africa. 


FOREIGN MACHINERY. 


In spite of the preponderance of French goods on the 
Tunisian market generally, as regards agricultural 
machinery, foreign manufacturers occupy the first place. 
This would at first appear to be somewhat surprising in 
view of the advantage given to the French importers by 
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the rate of exchange and cheaper transport. French agri- 
cultural machinery, however, is generally regarded as being 
too fragile for colonial use, and no serious attempt has been 
made to adapt it to local conditions. The Tunisian peasant 
has little or no mechanical knowledge and is unable to keep 
in good repair any machinery of light or delicate construc- 
tion. American and German manufacturers have studied 
local conditions and are frequently able to supply 
machinery which fully meets the requirements of the 
country. 


Up to the present foreign agricultural machinery as well 
as French has been admitted practically free in order that 
every encouragement may be afforded to local agric itural 
enterprise, the only exception being as regards German pro- 
ducts, on which duty is levied by way of compensation for 
the abnormal rate of exchange. If, as is anticipated, a 
new Customs regime is instituted in the near future, French 
agricultural machinery will enjoy the advantages of Tariff 
protection and it is expected that a greater effort will be 
made to defeat foreign competition. 


TRADING METHODS. 


Success will depend not only on the adaptation of the 
machinery, but also on trading methods. It is most import- 
tant that long credits should be given whenever possible to 
purchasers of agricultural machinery. The farmers are 
accustomed to delay their principal payments until after 
the harvest has been taken in and realised, and it must 
he remem) red that in the event ol a bad harvest the 
farmers expect to put off their creditors until the next 
harvest. The system most in favour is one of payment by 
instaiments, and unless some such inducement or facility 
is afforded it is practically impossible to induce the pro- 


spective buyer to risk the initial expense involved by the 


adoption of modern agricultural methods. 
PACKING AND DELIVERY. 


Owing to rough handling in the docks i+ is essential that 
the machinery should be protected with straw and that the 


cases should be very strong. American firms invariably 
pack in this manner. It 1s also necessary to maintain the 
rapid delivery of machines ordered so as to avoid their 


arriving too late for the harvest. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 





FINANCE, INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 


A cable to the London Office of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York states that production and wholesale 
price indices, in conjunction with the use of bank credit, 
indicate remarkably stable ihane ial conditions in the United 
States. lor the first five months of 1923 comparativels 
little recourse has been made to redisccunting facilities of 
the Federal Reserve Banks in financing business activities. 
Since the first of the year the Reserve system shows the 
relatively small increase of 110 million dols. in the volume 
of bills discounted and bought in the open market. 


Freight car loadings for the first five months were 
19,967,813, being a new high record for the period. There 
were fewer unemploved in May than in any one of the 
preceding twelve months. Many trades, industries, and 
agricultural districts report increasing shortage of labour. 
May building construction showed 5 per cent. increase over 
the previous high record of Mav last vear. The first five 
months’ increase over the corresponding period in 1922 was 
3 per cent. Contracts awarded in May in 36 Eastern 
States, representing iths of the total construction in the 
country, were 433,906,000 dols., an increase over April of 
J per cent. 

The net balance of trade against the United States in 
May was 5! million dols., an inerease of 25 million dols. 
over April, when the excess of imports over exports was 26 
million dols. Imports for May were valued at 370 million 
dols. and exports at 319 million dols. For the first five 
months of 1923 the adverse balance is 137,582,109 dols.; in- 
cluding the gold and silver imports, the net adverse balance 
is 288,823,741 dols. For the first five months the value 
of exports reached 1,628,175,477 dels. and that of imports 
1,765,757, 586 dols. The net movement of the invisible ex- 
change for the same period probably will show further net 
balance against the United States.

COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


A Commercia! Convention between France on the one 
hand and the Economic Union of Belgium and Luxemburg 
on the other was signed at Brussels on 12th May last, and 
the Convention, which is not to come into force until it 
has been ratified after approval by the Parliaments of both 
Contracting Parties, has been laid before the Belgian and 
french Parliaments for consideration. The principal effect 
of the enforcement of the Convention will be the reduction 
tf the import duties on certain Belgian and Luxemburg

RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN VICTORIA. 


(From HM. Senior Trade Commissioner. ) 
MELBOURNE. 





The Minister for Victorian Railways announces that the 
programme of railway construction to be undertaken in 
Victoria will provide for the completion of six additional! 
lines. Of these three ar in progress :- ted Cliffs to Mille- 
Wa North (35 miles), cost 175.000 : Colas tO Alvia (10 
miles), £72 367 : and Won Wron to W oodside (95 niles), 
£69,000. Three other lines to be commenced shortly are: 
Annuello to Bumbang (194 miles), £107,000; Kerang to 
Gonn Crossing (16 miles), £96,000; Hopetoun to Patche- 
wollock (274 miles), £125,000. These lines, when completed, 
will give an increased mileage to the railway service of the 
State of 1172 miles, at a cost of £644,367. 

In addition to the lines referred to, the following have 
been authorised for construction, but have not vet been 
commenced, owing to difficulties which have arisen since 
they were authorised :—5Black Rock to Beaumaris (electri 
street railway, 2} miles), £34,638; Port Fairy to Yambuk 
(113 mules), £80,000.

As compared with the previous month there was some 
decline in the tonnage entered with cargo and an increase 
in the tonnage entered in ballast, but the total tonnage 
entered in May was almost the same as in April. On the 
other hand there was a considerahbie increase in the tonnage 
cleared with cargo and a decline in the tonnage cleared in 
ballast. In spite, however, of a two days’ strike of por 
workers both the total tonnage entered and the total ton- 
nage cleared exceeded the totals for the same month in 
1913. The tonnage of vessels entered and cleared in the first 
five months of 1923 already exceeds that of 1913 during the 
same period by upwards of 900,000 tons. 

The number of British vessels in May was 206 entered 
and 224 cleared, against 241 and 22 respectively in April. 
German tonnage entered in May amounted to 430,107, 
against 402,705 in April, and German tonnage cleared to 
172,374, compared with 424,761 in the previous month.

STOCKS AND DISPOSALS, JANUARY-MAY. 


The monthly statement for May issued by the British 
Australian Wool Realisation Association shows that the 
disposals of wool during the first five months of the pre- 
sent year amounted to 311,660 bales. The total was made 
up of 48,210 Australian merino, 122,520 Australian cross- 
bred, and 140,930 New Zealand wool, of which 1,167 were 
merino. Stocks in hand and afloat at the end of May aggre- 
gated 601,587, and consisted of 25,560 bales Australian 
merino, 358,947 bales Australian cross-bred, and 217,080 
bales of New Zealand wool, of which 1,298 bales were 
merino. 


Notre.—Of the stocks of wool shown above, one-half of the 
Australian wool and the whole of the New Zealand wool belongs 
to the British Government. The other half of the Australian 
wool belongs to the British Australian Wool Realisation Association, 
Limited.

OFFICIAL WOOL GRADE STANDARDS. 


According to the ‘‘ Daily News Record ”’ the Federal 
Trade Information Service reports that officia] standard 
grades of wool, promulgated by the Department of Agri- 
culture and approved by Secretary Wallace, will become 
effective on Ist July. The standards provide for seven 
grades of wool, as follows:—Fine; one-half blood; three- 
eighths blood; one-fourth blood; low; one-fourth blood; 
common and braid. For the purpose of grading it 1s 
provided that wool in the fleece shall be designated by the 
grade of the largest portion of the fibre of the fleece. 





The establishment of the standards is the result of 
several years’ investigation by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The properties of the wool which have been studied 
are diameter and length of fibre, and spinning quality, 
shrinkage and fineness of fibre. 


Further studies will be made to develop a standard 
terminology for length, and standards for spinning 
quality, shrinkage, and foreign matter in wool. 


STANDARD NOMENCLATURE OF WooL GRADES. 


Preliminary arrangements are being made by Mr. F. R. 
McGowan, Chief of the Textile Division of the Bureau of 
Standards, to start work on a determination of standard 
nomenclature of wool grades, based on the spinning count, 
following the lines of the Bradford system in England. 


The work will be carried on at the suggestion of Mr. John 
P. Wood, Chairman of the Wool Advisory Committee of the 
Division, and will be done in co-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


It is expected that it will be necessary to spend approxi- 
mately 50,000 dols. in the investigations leading to a deter- 
mination of these manufacturers’ grades, and that the 
work will require more than a year’s time. Wool manu- 
facturers, it is understood, will support a Bill which will 
be introduced in Congress at its next Session, granting a 
special appropriation for this work. 


An agent of the Textile Division of the Bureau of Stan- 
dards, and cne representing the Department of Agricul- 
ture, will leave for Europe, probably in July, to begin 
studies connected with this work. 


The Department of Agriculture has established wool 
grades from the growers’ standpoint. Grades for manufac- 
turers, giving the spinning count of each of the growers’ 
grades, are now required. 


The chief charactertistics of a standard nomenclature 
method, as outlined by Mr. Wood, are fineness of the fibre, 
the length of the fibre and staple, and the condition or 
quality in respect to strength, freedom from defects, etc. 


It is planned, so far as possible, to make this an inter- 
national system, with the British interests co-operating 
with the American manufacturers. Canadian manufac- 
turers already have expressed a desire to co-operate in this 
work.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 
IMPORTATION OF RAGS, FLOCK AND 
OTHER ARTICLES. 

An Order-in-Council, dated 27th April, 1923, promul- 
gates Regulations governing the importation into New 
Zealand of rags, second-hand clothing, flock, shaving 
brushes, wool or hair and totlet brushes or toilet articles. 
The Orders-in-Council previously issued in this connection 
and dated 25th April, 1904, 5th March, 1920, and 14th May, 

1920, are revoked by the present Order-in-Council. 

The Regulations referred to are as follows ;— 


REGULATIONS. 


1. It shall not be lawful for any person to import into 
New Zealand any rags or any clothing of any kind which 
has ceased to be in actual wear (and not forming part of the 
personal effects of a person arriving in the Dominion from 
overseas), unless— 

(a) He can produce a certificate from a_ responsible 
officer of the Public Health Service of the country 
of origin that the said rags or clothing have been 
effectively cleansed and disinfected; or 

(b) The rags or clothing are cleansed and disinfected to 
the satisfaction of the Medical Officer of Health 
at the port of entry; such cleansing and disinfection 
to be at the expense and risk of the importer. 


2. It shall not be lawful for any person to import any 
flock into New Zealand unless the importer satisfies the 
Medical Officer of Health at the port of entry by a declara- 
tion or otherwise that such flock has been wholly manufac- 
tured from clean ‘‘ mill puff ’’ or ‘‘ mill waste.’’ 


3. It shall nut be lawful for any person to import into 
New Zealand from overseas any of the following articles, 


that is to say:— 


(a) Any shaving brush wholly or partially manufactured 
in Japan or exported from Japan, if it contains or 
is made from the hair of any animal. 

(Lb) Any wool or hair (including ‘ drafts ”’ or ‘“‘ drawn 
hair or bristles of animals)— 

(i) If grown in Eastern or South-Eastern Asia, 
India, Ceylon, Japan, the East Indian Islands, 
and the Philippine Islands; or 

(ii) If grown in other countries, and deemed in 
the opinion of the Collector of Customs likely to 
convey anthrax ; 

unless such wool or hair is accompanied by a certifi- 
cate from a responsible officer of the Public Health 
Service of the country of origin that such goods have 
been effectively disinfected, or unless such wool 
hair is disinfected at the port of entry at the expense 
and risk of the importer to the satisfaction of the 
Medical Officer of Health. 

(c) Any toilet brushes or toilet articles containing or 
made from the hair of animals- 

(i) If manufactured in Eastern or South- 
Eastern Asia, India, Ceylon, Japan, the East 
Indian Islands, and the Philippine Islands; or 

(ii) If manufactured in other countries and 
deemed in the opinion of the Collector of Customs 
likely to convey anthrax ; 

unless such brushes or articles are accompanied by 
a certificate from a responsible officer of the Public 
Health Service of the countrty of origin that such 
goods have been effectively disinfected; or unless 
such brushes or articles are disinfected at the port 
of entry at the expense and risk of the importer to 
the satisfaction of the Medical Officer of Health.

UNION OF SOUTH. AFRICA, 





ADULTERATED LEATHER ACT: 
FOOTWEAR EXCLUDED. 


A telegram has been received from H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner, Cape Town, to the effect that footwear has been ex- 
cluded from the operation of the Adulterated Leather Act 
recently passed by Parliament. 

Particulars of the Act were published in the ‘ Journal ”’ 
of 3lst May, 1923. It does not come into force until twelve 
months after the date of passing.

FRANCE, 








CONTROL OF THE IMPORTATION, ETC., 
OF PETROLEUM AND SIMILAR PRODUCTS 


Article 6 of the French Budget Law of 28th February 
provided that a certain quantity of ethyl alcohol must be 
purchased from the State by importers in order to obtain 
licences for the importation into France of petroleum and 
similar spirit, pure or mixed, destined to be consumed in 
France, and of benzols, benzines, toluenes, and _ spirits 
derived from coal tar, pure or mixed, with the exception 
of those used in the manufacture of colouring materials and 
chemical products. Alcohol so obtained must be used ex- 
clusively for generating motive power. 

A Presidential Decree, dated 30th May, and published 
in the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for Ist June, prescribes 
regulations for the execution of the above provisions. It 
provides that, as from Ist November next, an import licence 
must be obtained for each importation into France, under 
any Customs regime, of benzols, benzines, toluenes, and 
spirits derived from coal tar, pure or mixed. Consignments 
proved to have been dispatched direct to France before Ist 
October and products declared for warehousing on that date 
will, however, be admitted under the eonditions at present 
in force. The Decree also lays down definitions of the pro- 
ducts affected, fixes the sale price of the ethyl alcohol, 
etc., etc. 

The text (in French) of the regulations, and also of a 
Presidential Decree of 31st May, respecting alcohol for 
generating motive power, may be consulted by persons in- 
terested on application to the Tariff Section, Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. lL.
